Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen: 


It is a singular honour tonight to attempt to say something of what each member of the 1963 graduating classes 
feels on this his graduation.

MARDI GRAS 
PARADE AND FIESTA NITE 


The annual Lakeview Mardi Gras, sponsored by the Students’ Administrative Council, is the highlight of the 
school year. It consists of three exciting events---The Mardi Gras Parade, Fiesta Night, and the Crystal Ball. 


The Mardi Gras Parade was held a week prior to Fiesta Night and the Crystal Ball. The Parade swung out of 
Central School yard to begin its tour downtown to the music of the Lakeview Marching Band. The majorettes added 
colour and a break in the succeeding line of 42 floats and cars as they advanced through their routine. The entries 
in the parade were all colourfully decorated and proved to be good advertisement for the up-coming events of the 
Mardi Gras. As in every parade there was a miriade of clowns who teased and joked with the crowd. After the parade 
returned to the school grounds the judging of the floats and cars took place. ‘‘Puff the Magic Dragon’’, the G13 
entree was the first prize winner in the float division.

From the 
centre of the ceiling a hugh crystal ball, illuminated by coloured spot-lights, slowly rotates as 
tiny beams of light reflect off its surface onto the walls and floor. A multitude of pastel streamers, 
dusted with glitter, dip from the walls to the centre of the auditorium above the crystal ball to 
make the rafters indiscernable. Behind the head table the bleachers camouflaged with white paper, 
are decorated with balloons and coloured steamers. A partition of streamers form a division 
between the dance floor and the entrance. Tables are arranged around the edges of the floor and 
a punch bowl is set up along one wall. 


As the couples arrive, the ladies and their escorts are announced by an air cadet positioned 
at the door. The Crystal Ball is a formal occasion and the girls are appropriately attired in 
beautiful formals and corsages which were thoughtfully given by the gentlemen. 


A thrilling and tense moment during the evening is the choosing of the Mardi Gras Queen. 
It is the highlight of the evening as the colourful maypole is carried out onto the dance floor. 
From the pole different coloured ribbons are suspended which have coinciding colours in a box.

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PHYSICAL EDUCATION 


Through history, Physical Education has a long and honourable record. In ancient Greece, 
educated men placed Physical Education in a conspicuous position in the programme of education 
for youth, Other nations since Greece have realized the importance of Physical Education and 
have gone to great lengths to include it in their educational systems. We, at Lakeview, are priv- 
ileged to have the best of facilities and equipment. Obviously those in charge of our educational 
system also realize the importance of Physical Education. 


What do we mean by the term ‘‘Physical Education’’? The word ‘‘Physical"’ itself implies 
the medium through which the education takes place. A person cannot become fully educated 
from books alone. There are experiences which count, and Physical Education is based mainly on 
experience! These experiences may be those of the Physical Education class, the Intramural 
Team, or the Interschool Team. The level at which the experience is gained is unimportant, the 
point is to obtain the experience. 


The Physical Education class affords all students the opportunity to sample several types 
of athletics, thereby widening the experience of each student. The Intramural Programme offers 
the interested students an opportunity to participate in various competitive game situations, while 
the Interschoo! Programme attracts the athletically skilled students to its range of activities. 


All of these phases of the Physical Education Programme, when they are conducted 
correctly, produce the following common characteristics: sportsmanship, sense of fair play, self- 
confidence, leadership, improved judgment, sense of team play and the obvious advantage of 
physical exercise. The student'who is active in school athletics, at any level, derives satisfaction 
from competition. This competition, within limits, assists in the development of attitudes which 
will be useful in other phases of life. 


Elsewhere in this book, several pages are devoted to pictures and write ups of the Interschool 
Teams. It is my feeling that it is unnecessary to expand on this phase of the programme. 


Personally, | believe that the Intramural Programme is of more benefit to the school than the 
Interschool Programme, because it allows more student participation; therefore, more students 
obtain the benefits listed above. The success of the Grades Nine and Ten Football League 
substantiates this claim. It is hoped this enthusiasm will continue through this year’s activities 
in the following sports: basketball, volleyball, floor hockey, track and field, badminton, lacrosse, 
and possibly wrestling, hockey and gymnastics. 


In closing | wish to extend best wishes for the future to all graduating students. To those 
who remain, | leave you with this thought.
